To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sums of three hundred dollars to coustruct a 
concrete sidewalk on the north side of School 
Street beginning at the Parochial School and 
continuing to the end of the Public School line.

To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the celebration of Memorial 
Day. Vote the sum of twenty-five dollars be 
appropriated.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Allenstown 

During the past year your town and school boards 
have suffered a loss in the removal and resignation of 
Mr. C. E. Wade who has had the good of our schools at 
heart for the past four years. 

One condition of the district the board would most 
earnestly ask its citizens toconsider. Theaverage daily 
attendance of our rural school the past year was only 
ten while the town of Pembroke has just presented a 
bill of eighty-seven dollars for tuition for nine pupils at 
the Buck Street School. 

It seems the only solution of this problem would be for 
the town in the near future to move its rural school 
nearer the Allenstown station so as to cut out these 
tuitions. The indications are that our rural school will 
gradually become smaller and that there will bea greater 
demand for a school nearer the station. 

While the amount spent for grading the school yard 
exceeds the amounts appropriated we think the work re- 
quired and done justifies the expense. 

If it should be necessary to retain an assistant in the 
primary room for the full year, three hundred dollars 
will be needed above the amount required by law, as that 
for the coming year will be $1,882.50 against $2,002.50 
for the past few years. 

The following amounts to be raised are also recom- 
mended: 

- Books and supplies, $150.00 

Sidewalks from the street to the school house, 200.00 

Shade trees on the north, east and west sides 


of the school grounds, 100.00 
Painting outside and two school rooms, 150.00

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EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Allenstown and the Inhabitants of 
Suncook: 


I have been in charge of the schools of Allenstown for 
two and one-half years and have already submitted two 
annual reports thereon. Having struggled to improve 
the school situation here for that length of time, and 
being only moderately successful, I find it impossible to 
be satisfied, this year, with the perfunctory report 
“Pointing with pride to the high character of the Allens- 
town public schools”’ etc., etc. 


I do not, by any means, intend to imply that our 
schools are not of a high order or that we are not justi- 
fied in having pride in them. But I do mean that the 
school problem in Suncook is one that is community- 
wide. I feel sure that my colleague, Superintendent 
Adams of Pembroke, who has worked in the community 
for a somewhat shorter period than myself, and that the 
Director of the Parochial School also, who has no oppor- 
tunity to print an official report, will not consider that I 
am dealing with affairs too far outside my province when 
I say that I find it impossible to deal with, or even to 
understand, my own problem, if I ignore its connection 
with theirs. 

At the present time there are sixty-four children in the 
public schools of Allenstown. A year ago the number 
was larger. Ceaseless migration from school to school, 
from town to town and, I fear, from school to the 
truant list, make the number that we can permanently 
influence smaller even than this. Whatever the condi- 
tions inside our school rooms, the educational problem 
has not been solved. 


I gladly leave to men with no vital interest in the 
schools the haggling over the comparative merits of the 
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several school systems, and the placing of the blame for 
existing conditions on any, all, or none of these systems. 
On every member of the community, as wellason those 
chosen to work for the community, there rests a burden 
proportionate to his ability and blameworthiness propor- 
tionate to his neglect. I assume that all public-spirited 
citizens consider themselves, not as divided into hostile 
camps, but as cooperating, on the firing line, against the 
common enemy: Ignorance; Poverty; Vice; Crime. 

By the school census of 1910, no community in New 
Hampshire, outside the cities, has a larger number of 
children than Suncook, excepting only the town of Clare- 
mont. (In Suncook Iinclude the entire school population 
of Pembroke and Allenstown.) A large percent. of these 
children have illiterate parents whose ignorance makes 
them place small value on an education, whose poverty 
makes them demand their children’s employmentat the 
earliest possible moment. There is no community in 
the state where official responsibility for insuring an 
education to its children is so divided asin Suncook. It 
is not to be wondered at that our percentage of illiteracy 
is one of the largest (nearly eleven percent. of the entire 
school population in 1910), nor that the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction finds it advisable to have 
his officer make us frequent visits of some length. 

The division of the community’s children among three 
school systems, while it makes the problem a more 
difficult one in fact, makes it appear less grave. Each 
school official records only his portion of it, and less than 
his portion because of those children who, by hook or by 
crook, escape registration in any school system. 

‘To suggest the remedies that appear to me to be most 
likely to successfully cope with the situation would be 
merely to quote from my report of a year ago: One 
truant officer for both towns; one superintendent, with 
an office in the business section of Suncook; one school 
board; one school district; and—-most important of all— 
one community spirit.

Included in this report are several tables of statistics 
compiled in the belief that a study of them would give 
more accurate knowledge concerning the schools than 
any extended comment I might make. 

You will note that tardiness, during the past school 
year when a vigorous campaign was made against it, 
decreased most rapidly, but is again on the increase in 
the primary and rural schools. Dismissals are infre- 
quent compared with the school year of 1909-10. 

‘The membership of the schools has dropped back to 
its usual number previous to the sudden increase in 1910. 
During the current (winter) term, however, the primary 
school has again become too large and too difficult to 
classify, to be handled effectively by a single teacher. 
Anassistant has been employed temporarily, until either 
it becomes smaller again or large enough to necessitate 
its division into two schools. 

The percent. of attendance is again improving. Visi- 
tors are much more common than two years ago. 

It will interest the tax-payer to note that while many 
extensive improvements have been made during the past 
year the tax rate for schools has not increased over that 
of one and two years ago and that, although the rate has 
advanced gradually since the year 1900, it has done so 
much less than the average for the county, and that it 
stillstands, as formerly, close to the lowest inthecounty. 

While the public school statistics show the effects of 
added work by the truant officer, I believe that there 
have been greater results in the parochial school. In- 
vestigations now being made by the State Inspectorand 
myself will determine more fully whether such is the 
case. Iam sure that provision should be made for more, 
rather than less, work by this officer for the coming 
year. 

A supervisor of drawing has been added to the teach- 
ing staff. The results secured in this branch and in 
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music amply justify the comparitively small outlay 
required for teaching and material. A new system of 
penmanship has been introduced. 

I hope that it may be possible, in the near future, to 
give some definite attention to the health of the school 
children such as inspection by a physician or a school 
nurse, followed up by needed treatment and care. 

In text-books the most pressing need is for a new 
edition of the geographies. One hundred fifty dollars 
($150) will be needed for text-books and pupils’ supplies, 
as for several years past.
